Dwellings, however, represent only a small 
part of the capital invested in buildings o!

Gen. Caceres was proclaimed dictator of 
Peru in April of last year, after the death 
of President Bermudez, and, by the aid of 
bayonets, was chosen President on May 
10. He is 60 years old and entered the Pe- 
ruvian army at the age of 18, and left his 
military Studies to assist in the suppression 
of an insurrection in Arequipa. 

He had shown much proficiency in his 
studies, and when in the army but a short 
time exhibited such decided military genius, 
besides personal bravery, that before he was 
19 years of age he was commissioned a sec- 
ond lieutenant. He has fought in thirty- 
seven battles and opposed Iglesias,

MEXICO AND GUATEMALA. 


Terms of the Settlement of the Boun- 
dary Dispute. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

MEXICO, Mexico, April §9.—The Govern- 
ment will publish the settlement between 
Mexico and Guatemala. 

The. Government of Guatemala declares 
that, thinking it had right to do so, is has 
exercised rights of sovereignty in the terri- 
tory of West Sacantum, and it has not in- 
tended to offend Mexico. Nevertheless, for 


the sake of harmony, Guatemala agrees, 
through a feeling of justice, to pay an in- 
demnity to Mexico for damages wone by her 
occupation of the territory and for the de- 
struction of property. An arbitrator, to be 
appointed by common accord, will fix the 
amount of indemnity. 

Mexico desists from her claim for in- 
demnity to Mexico for damages done by her 
on the Guatemala frontier, owing to the oc- 
cupation of logging camps on the West La 
Eantum River by Guatemalan agents. 

Guatemala’ consents to an immediate 
occupation of that portion of the disputed 
territory already decided by both survey- 
ing commissions to belong to Mexico. On 
the other hand, Mexico agrees to do the 
same concerning the territory declared to 
belong to Guatemala. 

In cases where the surveyors disagree the 
mean between the two surveys is to be ac- 
cepted.

fication to the Mexican Senate and the Na- 
tional Assembly of Guatemala, but it -is 
mutuallly that the agreement may 
be publish without waiting for its rati- 
fication.

A State of Affairs Which Shows How 
Kansas Drouths May Affect the 
St. Louis Dinner Table. 


Shall we continue to eat meat? 

Well, not if the prices of beef, mutton and 
pork continue to advance, unless there is a 
goodly bank account to fall back upon. 

Prices, for the past two months, have been 
rising steadily, and, according to dealers, 
they will continue to rise until July 1, next. 

It is really unfortunate, on the whole, that 
Lent has almost expired. 

The rise in prices is most felt in the beef 
market. It ranges from 33 1-3 to 50 per cent 
over those of a month or two ago. Pork 
has advanced 2 cents, but its season is al- 
most atan end. Mutton has gone up 2 cents, 
and spring lamb is now intended only for 


epicures. 

The causes generally assigned are the 
scarcity of all kinds of live stock, owing 
to a hard winter, which compelled raisers to 
sell for lack of provender. In this way the 
supply has been almost exhausted. One 
dealer inclines to the suspicion that there 
has been a corner manipulated. 

The effect is already being felt in private 
families: the restaurants are suffering and 
there are complaints even at the hotels. 
As for the poorer people, meat, as a steady 
diet, is farther out of reach than ever. 

At Union Market Albert Heising told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that porter-house 
steaks which have been selling for 15 cents, 
are now commanding 20 cents, an advance 
of 331-3 per cent. Sirloins have advanced 
from 12% to 17% cents a pound, or 40 per 
cent, and round steaks from 8 to 12% cents, 
or 586 per cent. Pork has advanced from 8 
to 10 cents, 25 per cent; roast beef, from 8 
and 10 cents a pound, has risen to 12%

THE CAPTAIN'S STORY. 

He Tells How th» Ethelred Was Fired 
Upon Oxf Cape Maysi. 
BOSTON, M“ss., April 9.—The steamship 
Bthelred of the Boston Fruit Company, 
which was fired upon by a Spanish gunboat 
on her outward voyage, to Jamaica, ar- 
rived here early to-day. She was imme- 


diately boarded by a representative of the 
Associated Press, who interviewed Capt. 
Hopkins, her commander, regarding the af- 
fair. The Captain said: 

“On April we were proceeding in our 
regular course, when, at about II o'clock in 
the forenoon, off Cape Maysi, we sighted a 
vessel which we at first could not make out. 
We were about a mile from shore. Sud- 
denly the stranger fired a blank shot across 
our bows. This caused the greatest excite- 
ment on board my boat, the three passen- 
gers on board—a gentleman from Quincy 
and two from Chicago—being considerably 
alarmed. Of course, when the shot was 
fired, I stopped and allowed the vessel to 
come up within hailing distance. I found 
it was a gunboat, but could not clearly dis- 
tinguish the name.

When she saw the British 
flag floating over my vessel, she changed 
her warlike attitude, and quietly steamed 
past us. We then gteamed to Jamaica,

the entire sum at the disposal of the com- 
mittee 22 — campaign being $700. 

Henry Quellmalz, another member of the 
committee, said it was entirely probable 
that a motion or resolution to disband would 
be laid before the Democratic Central Com- 
mittee at its next meeting. For his part, hd 
found his litical duties interfering with 
his private business, and he was about ready 
to step down and out on general principles. 
Quellmalz admitted that the Democratic 
party was badly disorganized, and he laid 
most of the blame at the door of Ed Butler. 
He said the Democrats of his ward (the 
Ninth) could not be dictated to by such a 
boss as Butler, and that it had come to 
pass that the mere rumor thet a candidate 
represented Ed Butler was enough to in- 
duce the Democrats of the Ninth and Elev- 
enth wards to bolt him in a body.

Commissioner Murphy Tells of 
Their Annual Cost and Care. 


NEARLY $1,000,000 SPENT. 


St. Louis Is Exceeded Only by Chicago 
and Philadelphia in the Extent of 
Her Improved Thoroughfares. 


Street Commissioner Murphy submitted 
to the Board of Public Improvéments his 
annual report for the fiscal year ending 
Monday. It shows that the expenditures 
of the Street Department during the year 
just finished have been less by over $400,000 


than during the previous year. This was 
mainly due, however, to the muddle in mat- 
ters of new work caused by the decision of 
the Supreme Court against the “Stone 
Dill.“ The total amount certified to by the 
Commissioner for current and miscellaneous 
expenses of the department, which in- 
cludes all repairs, cleaning, bridges, en- 
gineer work, sprinkling, maintaining boule- 
vards, etc., was $878,591.68. The total amount 
for paving new sidewalks with both brick 
and artificial stone flagging was $40,889.86: 
for reconstruction of alleys with granite 
blocks, 5,969. J The total amount a3- 
sessed as a spe M lax against property 
owners for new vrork was 399,795.39, making 
the total amount certified to the Auditor 
by the Commissioner $978,240. 

During the year the Work-hous? convicts 
graded streets and alleys to the amount of 
108,260 cubic yards, which, at 25 cents por 
yard, makes $25,815. worth of work done for 
the city. The total amount of streets and 
alleys in the city at this date is: Streets, 
372.05 miles; alleys, 91.39 miles, making a 
total of improved streets and alleys of 463.44 
miles. A noteworthy fact in connection with 
these figures is that St. Louis is the third 
city In the United States in the matter of 
improved streets and alleys and is only ex- 
ceeded by Philadelphia and Chicago. 

The Commissioner has carefully prepared 
tables showing the mileage of streets, the 
materials with which the streets are paved, 
the cost of the different pavements and 
cost and manner of cleaning the gtreets of 
eighteen of the principal cities in the coun- 
try. The figures in these tables make in- 
teresting reading and the most important 
fact contained in them is that in consider- 
ation of the mileage of improved streets, 
our city is far in the lead in the matter of 
cleaning streets. 

In his report the Commissioner includes 
a table showing the work for which lettings 
have been asked, the ordinances pending 
in the Municipal Assembly, both for streets 
and alleys, and the work now under con- 
tract, It makes a grand total of $535,494.79, 
and, as the Commissioner remarks in speak- 
ing of it, indicates “the activity of the 
board during the past year in matters relat- 
ing to street and alley construction and re- 
construction.“ He further says: “The board 
is pursuing the same consistent course 
that it has always followed in the selection 
of materials for the different districts of 
the city, and in my opinion this should be 
closely followed in the future. In the sec- 
tion lying between Twelfth street, Easton 
avenue, Market street and Union avenue, 
except in rare instances, the streets should 
be constructed and reconstructed with 
brick and asphaitum. Complaint having 
been made that the use of the word Lake“ 
asphalt in all the ordinances passed here- 
tofore practically sustained a monopoly in 
the letting of the work, was so serious and 
geemed so reasonable that the Board of 
Public Improvements determined, so far 
as its power extended, to open the door for 
wide competition to those having a ma- 
terial which had shown good results in 
other cities. This will admit the Ameri- 
can bituminous asphalt.“ 

The Commissioner reiterates his recom- 
mendation for residence and business boule- 
vards, and calls particular attention to the 

roject for a boulevard t wide along 
he western front of Forest Park boule- 
vard, and extending from the River Des 
Peres to the northern city limits. In this 
connection he says: “If this is not done, 
there will come a time when the people 
of the city will regret not having =r 
upon the Assembly the 8 a 
measure of this kind.

In speaking of the Stone bill its sub- 
seyguent defeat by the decision of the Su- 
preme Court, the Commissioner urges upon 
the board and upon the ase the matter 
of charter amendments role ng to the con- 
struction of streets and h ways. He says: 
We have 500 miles of unimproved streets; 
200 miles of unimproved alleys. The exist- 
ing law in reference to assessments prac- 
tically prohibits or prevents the improve- 
ment of a large number of these streets, and 
within the next ten years some provision 
should be made for a street improvement 
law that would enable the property own- 
ers, without detriment to their interests, to 
pay gradually for the improvement of the 
streets upon which their property abuts. A 
law providing for the gradual payment for 
street improvements extendi over a period 
of five years would, in my opinion, result in 
incalculable good to the taxable values of 
the city and the tax-payers.“ 

Following the Commissioner’s report 
comes the report of the Assistant Commis- 
sioner, Mr. auschenbach, showing in de- 
tail the clerical work accomplished in the 
office during the past year; also the report 
of Capt. Macklind, General Superintendent 
Repairs and Cleaning Streets, which is full 
of „ K. information.
